SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled set of four colour separations (also known as No 16 Four Colour 
Photographic Separations) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication consists of four separate sheets of colour separations which are made 
of plastic and are monochrome in appearance. The sheets are used in the printing 
process. The publication features one photograph. The photograph is a close up 
image of cunnilingus. Although only part of the face of the person performing 
cunnilingus is visible, the person appears to be a child. The person has a small face, 
small tongue, and smooth skin. By explicitly depicting sexual activity involving a child 
and presenting it in a manner designed to arouse the viewer the publication promotes 
and supports the exploitation of children for sexual purposes. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
